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MEMORANDA. 


Population.~--The estimated population of New South Wales on 31st 
December, 1907, was 1,571,268. This shows an increase for the year 
of 40,284 (the highest since 1891), or at the rate of 2:63 per cent. The 
birth-rate, 27:14 per 1,000 of population, showed a slight recovery, but 
the death-rate, owing to epidemics, was 10°52 per 1,000, which is the 
highest for three years. 

Trade.—The imports during January were valued at £2,673,758, which 
shows a decrease of £386,758, or nearly 13 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The direct oversea imports 
amounted to £1,679,245, as compared with £1,458,928 in 1907, so that 
the decrease was in interstate transfers. There were increases in sugar 
and apparel and soft goods, but decreases in metal manufactures, 


kerosene, spirits, tobacco, wool, and gold. 


The oversea exports for January amounted to £1,452,638, and show 
a large decrease of £2,033,469, or over 58 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. There was a decrease of 
£1,487,000 in wool, and smaller decreases in most of the other principal 
articles. Butter showed an increase. Separating merchandise from 
gold, the exports of the former decreased by £1,994,812, and of the 
latter by £38,657. This large decline will probably not be maintained 
in the succeeding months, as large quantities of wool have been held 


back from export. 


Banks of Issue.—The averages for the December quarter, 1907, show that 
there were substantial increases during the year under all the principal 
heads. An increase of £2,828,620 in the advances is a very prominent | 
feature, while there has also been a marked increase in current accounts. 
and deposits at interest. The total deposits have never been so high. 
There was an increase of £3,344,074 during the year, while since 
December, 1903—the year which ended the long drought—there has 
been an increase of over £10,000,000. Another prominent feature has 
been the increase of £2,044,722 in reserves of coin and bullion. The 
steady increase in advances during the last few years is very satisfactory, 
as it is an indication of expanding business after a long period of 


contraction. 
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Mineral Production, 1907.—The value of the minerals won in New South 
Wales during 1907 was the largest on record, and was equal to 
£10,295,290, there being the large increase of £2,382,574 over the value 
for 1906. To the total, gold contributed £1,050,730, which was lower 
than in 1906 ; silver and silver-lead, £3,915,946 ; coal, £2,922,419 (both 
the largest on record); and copper, £727,774. The largest increases 


during the year were shown in silver-lead and coal. 


Prices.—The general index number for January was slightly higher than in 
December, 1907, but was lower than for January in any of the previous 
three ‘years. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,240, for 
metals 1,087, and for all articles 1,222. Prices generally were a little 
higher than at the end of 1907, with the exception of wool, frozen 


mutton, and tin. 


Meteorology.—During January, the weather conditions were moderately dry 
throughout the State. With the exception of a few scattered places, 
the rainfall was below the average, more especially over the Western 
Division and Riverina. ‘The temperature, generally speaking, was above 


the average. 


Land Selections.—During January, 169 new zettlers applied for 106,705 acres, 
and 83,432 acres, representing 121 blocks, were set apart for residential 


settlement.
